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CSULB faculty members face off in run-off election 


History professor David Hood has been the CSULB representative 
on the Cal State University Academic Senate since 1999.

For the first time in almost 20 years, 
two Cal. State Long Beach faculty 
members are competing in a run-off 
election for a CSULB representative 


position on the Cal State University 
Academic Senate. 

History professor David Hood is fac- 
ing against Coordinator of the Univer- 
sity Single Subject Credential Program 
Jared Stallones to keep his position on 
the Senate, which he has held since 1999, 

While Hood received more votes 
than Stallones and Librarian of Geron- 
tology Kelly Janousek, he did not win 
more than 50 percent of the votes. As 


a result, Stallones and Hood are com- 
peting against one another in a run-off 
election this week that will conclude 
Friday at noon. 

CSULB has three representatives on 
the CSU Academic Senate who serve 
three-year terms. Every year, CSULB 
faculty vote for new candidates who vie 
for a representative position. 

There are 53 faculty members total 
in the CSU Academic Senate, and the 


number of representatives for a campus 
depends on the size of the university, 
according to the CSU website. Senators 
promote academic excellence within 
the CSU and recommend policies to 
the CSU Board of Trustees, according 
to the website. 

Hood, who described himself as 
the Senate’s “institutional memory” 
and has been a part of the Senate since 
1995, said that candidates should show 
a general interest in Long Beach and 
should have relevant experience for the 
position. 

“T represent [CSULB] and will stand 


up and scream if I think [CSULB] is 
being slighted, but, on the other hand, 
I also have a statewide perspective, 
so you have to have both,” Hood said. 
“Otherwise, you’re just a small town 
bureaucrat, and you have no vision. 
You have to have the vision to protect 
your home institution.” 

Hood said he was encouraged to 
run as a representative in 1995 by the 
CSULB Academic Senate executive 
committee members, who wanted him 
to remain involved with the Senate.

Robot 
retrieves 
books in the 
University 
Library 


ORCA can locate an 
item out of 5,100 bins 
within three minutes.

The University Library contains 
thousands of books ranging from best- 
sellers to lesser-known scholastic jour- 
nals, many organized by something 
hidden from plain sight: a robotic book 
retrieval system known as the Online 
Remote Collections Access, or ORCA. 

Tucked away behind the front desk 
of the library, metallic stairs lead up to 
the system itself. There are three aisles 
slightly wider than those between 
bookshelves, and each aisle is filled 
with hundreds of metal bins that vary 
in size. 

Beginning on the second floor, the 
bins are stacked about four stories 
high. In total, there are 5,100 bins and 
about 250,000 items, library access 
service coordinator Vicky Munda said. 

“What we have in [ORCA] are kind 
of like our low usage items,’ Munda 
said. “We have our bound journals, 
video cassettes, audio cassettes and a 
few items that are extras.” 

The ORCA system’ is not new to 
campus. Munda said it was part of the 
University Library renovation that be- 
gan in 2006 and has been in operation 
for four years now. 

In the days before the renovation, the 
library occupied most of the Academic 
Services building, but the renovations 
and implementation of the ORCA sys- 
tem allowed space to be used more ef- 
ficiently. 

“There was a dire need for faculty 
offices on campus,” Munda said.

“Mock checkpoints” mark the beginning of 
Palestine Awareness Week.

Walking through upper campus 
Monday, students may have seen a 
mock Israeli checkpoint, marking the 
start of Palestine Awareness Week. 

Located outside the University 


Bookstore, the mock checkpoint was 
part of a demonstration organized by 
members of the Students for Justice 
in Palestine and the Muslim Student 
Association. The demonstration por- 
trayed abusive Israeli soldiers man- 
ning a checkpoint for Palestinians. 
“There are over 500 checkpoints 
in the West Bank,” said Samer Hus- 
sein, a SJP member and senior elec- 
trical engineering major. “Two out 
of three [Palestinians] passing a

ORCA works hand in hand with the 
COAST online search database, Munda 
said. Although most journal collections 
have been digitally stored, some are kept 
in ORCA and can be ordered through 
COAST. 

“When a [student] submits the request, 
our library management system will send 
signals to the actual system that makes the 
robot run,’ Munda said. “After you submit 
the request, about three to five seconds lat- 
er our management sends communication 
for the machine to get the item.” 

She said as soon as ORCA receives the 
signal, a flashing yellow light beams and 
a machine resembling a forklift comes to 
life. It zooms down the hallway to where 
the journal is located and takes hold of the 
bin. It then speeds toward the front of the 
hall, where the library employee stands. 
The forklift slides the bin to a table, where 
the employee can find the requested book. 

In all, it takes about three minutes for 
the book to move from the bin in the hall- 
way to the front desk, where the student 
can pick it up. ORCA processes about 60 to 
80 requests per day, Munda said. 

He also said about 18 libraries in North 
America use an ORCA system, and one 
of the first was Cal State Northridge. Its 
system survived the 6.7 Northridge earth- 
quake in 1994, which injured 7,000 people 
and left 20,000 homeless, according to the 
U.S. Geological Survey’s website. 

“Their system withstood the earth- 
quake, but books in their stack fell off the 
book stacks,’ Munda said. 

The ORCA system is not unique to li- 
braries. It is used across the country to 
store a variety of items. 

“Just think of it as a concept of storage,” 
Munda said. “The first one that was built 
was actually used for automotive spare 
parts. Cadillac has one, but instead of it be- 
ing bins, itis actually a platform with cars.” 

Even with the four-story-high stack of bins 
and 250,000 items, Munda said, the ORCA 
storage in the University Library is a small- 
scale system and about 65 percent full. 


Duke professor talks 
social media, military 


Israeli military’s social 
media presence is 
unparalleled.

The proliferation of social media 
sites has allowed not only the public to 
share their day-to-day lives but also the 
Israeli military. 

With a substantial presence on social 
media, the Israeli military prides itself 
on being the first military to fully take 
advantage of the technology, said Duke 
University cultural anthropologist Re- 
becca L. Stein during a presentation in 
the Hall of Science. 

Stein, who has been working with the 
Israeli military to examine its use of so- 
cial media, visited campus Monday to 
discuss her studies. 

Much of Stein’s discussion focused 
on the November 2012 Israeli military 
attack on the Gaza Strip, which was the 
first military operation in which smart- 
phones were widely used by soldiers. 

“In the years between 2008 and 2012, 
social media had entered the national 
and global stage, and Israelis are very 
heavy users of new technology,” she said. 
“In 2011, they were deemed the world’s 
biggest users of social networks.” 

She discovered that the military’s use 
of this technology was partially a strat- 
egy to keep soldiers, many of whom were 
unwilling to give up their smartphones, 
on the battlefield. 

Soldiers used their phones to docu- 
ment their day-to-day lives, much of 
which consisted of selfies. 

“Most of the images employ the plat-

form signature retro filter, which creates 
a nostalgic veneer,” she said. “What re- 
sults is a highly sanitized archive of sol- 
diering at a considerable remove from 
the ongoing operation.” 

Many of the photographs, one of 
which featured a female Israeli soldier 
in an elevator holding a handbag and 
taking a selfie, were taken at the exact 
same time that an aerial bombardment 
of Gaza was taking place. 

Stein said that her research has shown 
that the soldiers were able to remove 
themselves from the “military carnage” 
by using the tools like Instagram. 

“Changes in technology alter the re- 
lationship to the occupation,” she said. 
“Advances in phone technology and the 
onset of social media changes the expe- 
riences of soldiering.” 

Stein also examined how far the Is- 
raeli use of social media has come in the 
last five years, from a dull YouTube vid- 
eo of an army representative standing 
in front of a screen depicting an aerial 
attack in 2008, to propaganda “memes” 
asking for “likes” in 2012. 
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“We have a tradition that you can 
only be chair [of the CSULB Academic

Palestinian Awareness Week is an an- 
nual event that takes place every spring 
and addresses the long-enduring con- 
flict between Israelis and Palestinians. 

A wall of information stood in the 
grass in front of the University Book- 
store and detailed the harassment, 
which Hussein said Palestinian civil- 
ians continue to face. 

The purpose of Palestine Awareness 
Week is to demonstrate what living in 
Palestine is like and how human rights 
are being violated, Hussein said. 

“[The] mock checkpoint shows how 
violated human rights limit the free- 
dom of movement,” he said. “The se- 
curity Israel provides costs Palestinian 


lives.” 

Several hundred feet away, students 
from the Jewish student organization, 
Beach Hillel, spread another kind of 
awareness, aimed at silencing stereo- 
types about Israel. ; 

“Tsrael doesn’t have a state religion 

. [so] it is safe for Jews, but it is not 
a Jewish state,” said Jonathan Grunin, 
CSULB alumnus and program associ- 
ate of Beach Hillel. 

Banners hung from the walls and 
flyers were in visitor’s hands in front 
of Liberal Arts building 5, all offering 
details about Israel’s cultural and reli- 
gious diversity and technological inno- 
vation, among others. 

According to the flyers, Israel is a 
refuge for everyone — regardless of 
race, religion, sex or sexual orienta- 
tion — seeking human rights and free 
speech in the Middle East. 
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Hussein said that Israelis have the 
right to express themselves. However, 
he said, that SJP and MSA need to in- 
form people of the abuses of the Pal- 
estinians. 

“Our events are different,” he said. 
“Ours is portraying Israeli human 
rights violations in Palestine.” 

Grunin, on the other hand, said 
that Palestinians are spreading misin- 
formed facts. 

“We're using statistics and facts 
from credible sources,’ Grunin said. 
“A lot of their information is inaccurate 
and not explained.” 

Regardless, graduate student Matt 
Brown said he was glad both groups 
were on campus. 

“This is stuff people need to know 
about,” Brown said. “The more expo- 
sure, the better. With both groups here, 
hopefully good discussions go down.”

Suspect expected to plead guilty in Seal Beach salon shooting 


LOS ANGELES — Scott Dekraai, 
the man accused of killing eight people 
at a Seal Beach hair salon in 2011, in- 
tends to plead guilty to eight counts of 
special circumstances murder and one 
count of attempted murder, his lawyer 
told the court Monday. 

The plea does not involve commit- 
ments as to the sentencing of Dekraai, 
who faces the death penalty, Orange 
County Superior Court Judge Thomas 
Goethals said. 

Dekraai is expected to officially en- 


ter the plea Friday, the court ruled. The 
2-year run-up to the trial — though sig- 
nificant evidence pointed to Dekraai’s 
guilt — has been a source of frustration 
for victims’ families, some of whom re- 
peatedly urged the court to speed up the 
pace of the proceedings. 

Recently, the trial has been side- 
tracked as the court examines defense al- 
legations of the improper use of jailhouse 
informants in Dekraai’s case and others. 

Police say Dekraai wanted revenge 
on his ex-wife, Michelle Fournier, when 


he walked into Salon Meritage on Oct. 
12, 2011, and opened fire. Dekraai, who 
had been involved in a custody dispute 
with Fournier, was arrested as he drove 
away from the scene and shortly there- 
after confessed to investigators, accord- 
ing to court records. He was charged 
with eight counts of special circum- 
stances murder and one count of at- 
tempted murder. 

The revelation that law enforce- 
ment had recorded Dekraai talking 
to a jailhouse informant in the days 


after he was arrested — which pros- 
ecutors hoped to use to prove that 
Dekraai deserved death — led to an 
extensive defense investigation of 
the use of such informants in Orange 
County jails. 

Since mid-March, the court has 
heard evidence to examine the result- 
ing defense allegations that informants 
were routinely deployed in violation of 
the constitutional rights of Dekraai and 
other defendants and that information 
frequently was kept from defense at- 


torneys. 

During the hearing, the head of the 
district attorney’s homicide unit ac- 
knowledged that evidence has not been 
disclosed in certain cases, a revelation 
that could lead to new trials for some 
convicted criminals. Last week, pros- 
ecutors said they would no longer seek 
to introduce the recordings of Dekraai 
and the informant, Fernando Perez, as 
evidence.

ood news: the Supreme Court of the United States 
has decided that, yes, a democratic vote conducted in 
a state is enough to implement a change to that state’s 
constitution. 

Upholding what the Huffington Post called “a voter-ap- 
proved change to the Michigan Constitution,” SCOTUS voted 
6-2 in favor of Michigan’s decision to forbid “the state’s public 
colleges to take race into account” when it comes to student 
admissions. 

We reflect fondly on the historic roots from which affirma- 
tive action comes. We value the intentions of the long line of U.S. 
presidents who promoted equal opportunity and diversity through 
executive orders-and national programs in the early 20th century 
that are associated with the terms “affirmative action,” or “affirma- 
tive recruitment.” 

The thing is, the way we use “affirmative action” now is very 
different from what it originally meant. Today, the phrase is most 
commonly associated with a concept of granting privilege on the 
basis of race in an attempt to promote diversity. Therefore, although 
affirmative action may have been born in the federal government, 
for the average American,the issue is too large to leave in the hands 
of the president alone. 

For this reason, we feel that SCOTUS is entirely justified in 
standing by the Michigan state vote, which reflected the opinion 
that affirmative action policies are not wanted in Michigan, despite 
intentions to diversify and provide equal opportunities. 

Our opinion on this issue coincides with the views of the SCO- 
TUS majority, which, “in five separate opinions spanning more 
than 100 pages,” according to the New York Times, essentially 
agreed “that policies affecting minorities that do not involve inten- 
tional discrimination should be decided at the ballot box rather than 
in the courtroom.” 

The rationale behind the decision implies that, despite a history 
in the executive branch, states hold more weight in determin- 
ing the outcomes of affirmative action issues. We are more than 
OK with that line of thinking because demographics vary so 
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much from state to state, and what makes sense to the east or 
west coasts of our country may not apply along our northern or 
southern borders. 

We are aware that this court decision may encourage other states 
to enact their own policies regarding affirmative action. This inevi- 
tability is not something to be feared — in fact, we are excited to 
see states take hold of this national debate as independent entities. 
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Michigan was not the first state to ban affirmative action poli- 
cies, and although it may not be the last, we are simply glad that 
a standard has been set to allow and encourage each state to act 
independently of each other as a means of accurately reflecting the 
wants of its residents. 

In other words, when it comes to SCOTUS’s ruling and rationale 
in this particular case, we are in the affirmative.

SWEFCHE. IS: NOE-SHE SMARTEST

Do you know anyone who would 
refuse a smartphone that came with an 
anti-theft guarantee? 

Well, all major smartphone 
manufactures and wireless carriers 
already have one, and according to 
a survey by Consumer Reports, in 
2012, 3.1 million Americans had 
their smartphones stolen. 

The crippling feeling of knowing a 
personal item has been stolen is always 
accompanied by the inevitable trip to 
the store to buy a replacement phone. 

William Ducksworth, an associate 
analytics professor at Creighton Uni- 
versity in Omaha, Nebraska, released 
a study whick found that American 
consumers spend up to $580 million a 
year replacing stolen devices and up to 
$4.8 billion paying for premium cell 
phone insurance. 

Senate Bill 962 was introduced on 
February 6, 2014 by California Sena- 
tor Mark Leno, (D-San Francisco), 
and has been presented in several 


states, including California and New 
York. The bill forces smartphone 
manufacturers and wireless carriers 
to automatically activate the “kill 
switch” function on all new smart- 
phones made after January 1, 2015. 

The new “kill switch” technology 
is designed for all wireless carriers, 
works anywhere in the world and will 
render a phone inoperable when stolen. 
The feature would allow users to erase 
data stored on their phone and lock the 
device so it cannot be used. 

Most phones already carry the tech- 
nology, but many smartphone owners 
are not aware that they must activate 
the service themselves. 

The Federal Communications Com- 
mission identified that 30 to 40 percent 
of robberies are related to smartphone 
theft. In my opinion, this growing 
number of technologically advanced 
smartphones are giving thieves a bet- 
ter incentive to steal. 

The SB 962 fell two votes shy of the 
majority, but major smartphone manu- 
facturers created a “voluntary commit- 
ment” in place of the bill. Apple and 
Samsung have signed the commitment, 
which allows users the choice to acti- 


vate the service themselves rather than 
have the feature automatically enabled 
on their phones. AT&T, Verizon, 
Sprint and T-Mobile have also signed 
the commitment. 

“While I am encouraged they 
are moving off of the position so 
quickly, today’s ‘opt-in’ proposal 
misses the mark if the ultimate goal 
is to combat street crime and violent 
thefts involving smartphones and 
tablets,” said Leno in an official 
press release following the failure 
of the bill. 

Smartphone manufacturers and 
service providers should worry more 
about helping consumers avoid some- 
times-violent robberies, and worry 
less about losing profits. Customers 
should not be fearful of being targeted 
for crimes simply because they own a 
smartphone device. 

When new smartphones are re- 
leased, loyal costumers fill thousands 
of stores to upgrade and buy the latest 
models. So why don’t smartphone 
manufacturers and service providers 
show the same loyalty back to their 
customers? 

Ducksworth’s study also found that 


the new technology could potentially 
save consumers more than $2.6 million 
that would have otherwise been spent 
on replacement phones and insurance 


‘policies. 


Simply put, these companies make 
$2.6 billion a year when smartphones 
are stolen, so if no phones are stolen, 
these companies lose profits. 

The legislation would have given 
these companies the opportunity to 
show where it would draw the line 
against smartphone theft, and it is just 
slightly behind its customers. 

Every new phone comes with pre- 
downloaded applications that cannot 
be removed. Why can’t the “kill 
switch” be applied in the same why? 

Will this new “kill switch” com- 
pletely eliminate smartphone theft? 
No, but it may help deter thieves if 
they know that phones will be become 
virtually useless when stolen. 

Smartphones that come without 
anti-theft technology, is not the smart- 
est call on the part of service providers 
and manufacturers.

From there 
straight to Minnesota as far east as Ak- 
ron, Ohio, then down to Alabama. Then 
we cut across the whole southwest area 
to Arkansas, Texas, Arizona until we 
got back home. 


Q: So how exactly does that hap- 
pen? How do you guys play all these 
shows? 


BK: It’s pretty frequent to hear band 
managers to be too intimidated to do 
such a huge tour on their own. People 
ask us if we have a tour manager, but 
you really don’t need any of that. 

You need that will and ambition to 
do it. I think that’s a cool thing about 
the D.I-Y. scene; you really have to do 
it yourself. We utilize platforms like 
Facebook to initiate conversations with 
people who might be able to help us. 

For instance, if I needed to book a 
show in some city in Washington and I 
didn’t know anyone I would start with 
what I have, which is probably a friend in 
the bay area and [ask them] ‘Hey, do you 
know someone in Seattle [or] someone 
who could help me out with a show at this 
area, this date, this time.’ They'll send 
me a name and I’ll message that person 
... There have been times when I started 
with one person ... and have made a full 
circle back-to the same person. 

You could understand the frustra- 
tion, but it does happen. We just love to 
tour, we get ahead of ourselves in that 
sense. Like I said we only have that EP. 


Q. But you guys are building a fan 
base, right? 


BK: That’s true, but I’m not too wor- 
ried about fandom. I’m more concerned 
about having fun. My thing is that if ’m 
playing a show if there is 50 people and 
none of us like them there is no point. I 
would rather play to two people who are 
not only going be great friends but also 
people, it’s all about the people. God, I 
sound like I’m running for president. 

[Laughs] 

I think we have this misconception 
that this band was made to party. It just 
happens that way I have heard people 
say ‘Every time you guys come to play 
we party really hard with you guys,’ 
I always think ‘That’s tight” I didn’t 
mean for that to happen. It’s cool to see 
that they expect the fun as much as we 
are. That’s the whole point of it ... I’m 
trying to graduate and start my career 
... I [know I’m] not going to be in a 
band for the rest of my life, but it’s just 
so much fun right now.

The Long Beach State women’s wa- 
ter polo team relished the opportunity 
to host the Big West Tournament. 

It was one final chance to spotlight 
the LBSU program, and it left the door 
open for the team to possibly sneak | 
into the NCAA Tournament. 


That dream ended Saturday, as the 
49ers dropped a defensive battle, 5-2, 
to eventual conference champion UC 
Irvine at the Campus Pool. 

LBSU opened the tournament by 
defeating UC Santa Barbara for the 
second time in a week. Chelsea Parks 
scored four goals to lead The Beach. 
Justine Morgan had a hat-trick, and Co- 
riann Snyder tallied twice as the 49ers 
cruised to a 12-7 first-round victory 
over the Gauchos. 

The 49ers (19-12) then took on UCI, 
which had outscored The Beach 10-7 
in the regular season finale. 

LBSU made an adjustment defen- 
sively. UCI could not beat 49ers goal- 
keeper Kelly Ringel until the 1:41 mark 


of the second quarter. Jessica Brooks’ 
goal earlier in the period ensured that 
The Beach would go into the half tied. 

A two-goal third quarter put UCI in 
front, and the regular season Big West 
champions did not look back. 

On Sunday, the 49ers were defeated 
6-4 by No. 8 Hawaii. LBSU fell be- 
hind 3-0 before second period goals 
by Morgan, Parks, and Hillary Veselik 
tied the game. Ringel made six saves 
in the first quarter to keep LBSU alive. 

The third quarter woes continued, 
though, as Hawaii jumped ahead 5-3. 

Ringel will finish her career in third 
place on LBSU’s all-time saves list. 
She was proud to have played alongside 
such a successful class.

fore the game. 

Word has gotten 
out about the Long Beach State 
softball team — the 49ers are 36- 
13, on their way to one of the best 
seasons in school history. 

You plan accordingly so you 
can get a good seat. There is al- 
ready a line to get tickets; next 
time you know you'll have to leave 
earlier. You make your way to the 
bleachers, passing by small con- 
cessions table and merchandise 
section. You’ve brought your own 
water and have been looking for 
an excuse to wear your new 49er 
apparel. 

From the moment you arrive 
to when the final strike is thrown, 
you're blasted with a relentless 
wave of music. It varies from pop 
to hip-hop and classic rock to 
hardcore country. It’s a nice touch 
for the fans, who'll start clapping 
along to the beat, and even a few 
kids will start rocking out like 
they’re at their first concert.

LBSU looking ahead after 4th straight Big West title 


The 49ers will try to keep their momentum going 
when the NCAA tournament begins on May 9.

The 55th-ranked Long Beach State 
women’s tennis team achieved its 4th con- 
secutive Big West title and 14th consecu- 
tive automatic bid into the NCAA tourna- 
ment after defeating UC Irvine 4-2 in a 
four and a half hour match last weekend. 

The 49ers (20-2), who haven’t lost a 
match since March 15, forced the Ant- 


eaters to finish runner-up against LBSU 
for the seventh time in the past eight 
years with victories from Ebba Unden, 
Karolina Rozenberg, Hayley Thompson 
and Maeva Razakasoa. 

Head coach Jenny Hilt-Costello will 
conclude her 17th year coaching at The 
Beach with her 11th Big West title in the 
past 13 years. Winning isn’t unfamiliar 
to Hilt-Costello, but she still feels the 
same pride as she would. with any team 
she carries. 

“Tt was a long, hard weekend,” Hilt- 
Costello said. “We started slow and 


weren’t getting doubles points, but I’m 
so proud of the girls for fighting through 
the week.” 

Although Hilt-Costello has led wom- 
en’s tennis at The Beach for almost two 
decades, she gives credit to the players 
that she feels lucky to have been able to 
coach. 

“T think the consistent success comes 
from the players that come into this pro- 
gram,” Hilt-Costello said. “Théy know 
this is a top-40 program, and they come 
in eager, willing to listen and learn, and 
the will to keep improving.” 

The Beach has played more than 26 
teams this season and hopes to have an 
opportunity to play against a team it 
hasn’t met all year. 


“We hope to travel outside Califor- 
nia and see someone we haven’t seen in 
the regular season,” Hilt-Costello said. 
“You want a new experience and play 
a new team to give the game a fresh 
perspective.” 

While losing only two matches all 
season, Hilt-Costello still finds an area 
her team needs to work on before facing 
the top 16 teams in the nation. 

“We're solid at the baseline and at 
setting up opportunities for singles,” 
she said. “ But our net play is timid and 
the primary focus is playing stronger 
doubles.” 

The 49ers will find out their first- 
round opponent Tuesday afternoon and 
begin the NCAA Regional on May 9.

She 
switched back to King Kong for 
much of the same reason team- 
mate Ashley Holmes chose her 
song — intimidation. 

“T think it’s just because the 
song is called King Kong, and 
King Kong’s strong and scary,” 
De Gaetano said. “I don’t think 
it’s even for me, I think it’s for the 
other team to kind of be like ‘Oh 
sh-t, she’s a badass.” 

While the music may get them 
in the right mindset when they’re 
up to bat, the players admit that 
not much went into their initial 
decision making. Kimbrough 
was shuffling through her iPod 
when she chose her song. De 
Gaetano also chose her own, 
though she did admit to some 
outside pressure. 

“My parents are old-school and 
they were trying to get me to do 
KISS or something old-school,” 
De Gaetano said. “They gave me 
suggestions. Rock-and-roll, most- 
ly. It’s not even my type of music. 
I just stuck with something I was 
familiar with.” 

Walk-up music can’t hit home 
runs, steal bases or strike out ten 
batters. A player can’t rely on it to 
pinch-hit or throw a runner out at 
home. It won’t turn a bench player 
into a star. The right music, how- 
ever, can relax a batter and make 
him or her comfortable in.a spot 
where comfort is. not often found. 
It can bring a crowd to its feet 
while also setting the tone for a 
game. 

“[Music] is definitely pretty 
important. If there’s a good song 
on I’m just swaying, dancing 
around and singing,” De Gaetano 
said. “I’m just loose. Loose on 
the field, loose at the plate and 


just having a good time. If you’re 


having a good time, you’re doing 
better on the field.”
